supremo court today. 
It is also held 
the law

nurses and women pharmacists. 
The constitutionality of the Califor­ 
nia eight-hour day law for women, ex­ 
cepting house servants and agricul­ 
tural workers, insofar as it applied to 
hotel waitresses and hospital nurses 
was attacked In the two test cases de­ 
cided today. The law was said to dis­ 
criminate 
against 
both 
employe 
classes, and particularly by 
exempt­ 
ing graduate nurses from 
its 
prov 
Bion. 
The law, passed in 1911, prohibits 
employment, of women, under severe 
penalties, in manufacturing, mercan­ 
tile, laundry, hotel and restaurant es­ 
tablishments or 
by 
telephone, tele­ 
graph, 
express 
and 
transportation 
companies over eight hours a day, or 
48 hours a week. 
It was amended in 
1913 to apply to women employes in 
lodging and apartment 
houses, 
hos­ 
pitals and amusement places. It also 
forced employers to provide seats for 
women clerks in stores, factories and 
similar establishments. 
That the law was within the “ police 
power” of California, to protect wom­ 
en’s health and also to protect them 
against exploitation by employers, was 
contended by the state. Louis D. Bran- 
deis, Boston lawyer, and 
Miss 
Jose­ 
phine Goldmark, secretary of the Na­ 
tional Consumet League, filed a brief 
with the supreme court pleading for 
extension of the law’s benefits to over­ 
worked undergraduate hospital nurses.

W A SH IN G TO N , Feb. 23.— The fed­ 
eral supreme court today sustained 
former President Taft’s executive or­ 
der of 1909, withdrawing from public 
entry and private exploitation 3,000,- 
OOO acres of oil lands in California and 
Wyoming. 
Power of the president to withdraw' 
lands from public entry without spe­ 
cific authority from Congress was In­ 
volved in the decision. 
Development of oil lands of the pub­ 
lic domain 'by private capital to the 
exclusion 
of 
the 
government 
was 
sought by the Midwest and other oil 
concerns disputing former President 
T a ft’s order. 
On September 27, 1909, 
Taft approved an order of the secre­ 
tary dr the interior withdrawing 3,- 
041,000 acres of petroleum land in Oal- 
iitrn ls and Wyoming from public en­ 
try under the mineral or non-mineral 
land laws. 
Of these, 2,871,000 acres 
were In California and 170,000 acres 


in Natrona comity, Wyoming. 
That Taft’a order was void because 
no statute expressly gave such reser­ 
vation authority to the president be­ 
fore 1910 was the contention of the 
Midwest OH Company and other pri­ 
vate 
interests. 
The 
government 
brought objection suits against occu­ 
pants of the Wyoming land involved. 
The federal district court of Wyoming 
dismissed the government’s suit, de­ 
creeing that Taft exceeded his author­ 
ity, and the government appealed to 
the supreme court. 
The court also decided that Inter­ 
state Commerce 
Commission’s 
dam­ 
age awards to shippers in reparation 
for rate overcharges ure prima facie 
evidence of the amount 
of 
damage 
done when the railroads contest the 
payment of such awards in court. The 
decision, however, sustained the right 
of the railroads to a jury trial without 
the submission of rebuttal evidence.

N E W YORK, Feb. 23 — The destruc­ 
tion cf 
the 
American 
steamship 
Evelyn may have 'been due either to 
a German, British or a Dutch mine. 
Unless one of these governments vol­ 
untarily informs 
the 
United States 
that it had placed a mine where the 
Evelyn was 'blown up, there is no cer­ 
tain way of fixing responsibility for 
the disaster. 
In any case, responsibility for mine 
disasters is not closely defined by in­ 
ternational law. 
A critical situation 
ordinarily arises 'between a belliger­ 
ent and a neutral nation over such an 
incident. 
Some special circumstances 
would have to be proven. Thus, if the 
mine was not 
fixed 
with 
contact 
mechanism, but could 
be 
exploded 
only by electric wires from the shore, 
the affair would he similar In its con­ 
sequences to the destruction of a neu­ 
tral vessel by a submarine. 
It is unreasonable to suppose that 
any hut a contact mine caused the 
Evelyn’s sinking. 
The Germans have 
| declared Holland’s coastal waters out- 
. side their war zone. 
It appears the 
Evelyn had made her way through the 
1 securities of Dutch water 
and 
was 
I just entering the defensive zone along 
i the German coast when the accident 
happened. 
Why the Germans did not take bet­ 
ter precautions to guard a cargo des­ 
tined for their own mills, if the mine 
was a German one, is a mystery. The 
most reasonable supposition is that 
the Evelyn tried to move through the 
German field without a local pUot. 
It irf impossible, however, 'that the 
mine was laid by the British. England 
has reserved to Itself the right to use 
retaliatory measures because of Ger­ 
many’s mine-laying along the coasts 
of the British Isles and there have 
been recent suggestions 
that 
mines 
were being strewn in German waters. 
If the mine was Dutch it must have 
'broken from its original moorings and 
drifted north along the Borkum coast. 
Under 
these 
confusing 
circum­ 
stances, before the Americah ambas­ 
sadors at London and Berlin are uble 
to fix responsibility for tho Evelyn’s 
destruction they must secure confiden­ 
t ia l Information from British or Ger- 
man authorities.
